Atlanta labor Monday night soar- 
ed on the wings of NRA’s Blue 
Eagle as Congressman Robert Ram- 


speck, Governor Eugene Talmadge, 
and other speakers addressed a mass 
meeting at the city auditorium, cli- 
maxing an eventful day whieh in- 
cluded a mammoth parade through 
downtown Atlanta. Governor. Tal- 
madge joined with Congressman Ram- 
speck in urging that the Becovery pro- 
gram be given a fair trial. 

“Congress and the president acted 
with the best of motives, trying to 
help the men who need help,” Gover- 
nor Talmadge said. He warned labor 
that “we are facing our greatest eco- 
nomic war, and. organized labor has 
got to help the farmer, who made his 
sacrifice upon the altar of ‘his country 
when he plowed up his cotton.” 

Key Urges C ion. 

During the afternon, Mayor James 
L. Key, speaking at a municipal club- 
house dedication at College Park, 
voiced the hope of some day seeing 
cqnsolidation of “our entire people in 
this section under one government. 
Other events of the day included a 
labor dance at Grant park, following 
the parade. 

Hailing Monday as “the greatest La- 
bor Day in the history of America,” 
Congressman Ramspeck said _ that 
“never before has a president of the 
United States solved problems s0 
promptly and with such courageous 
action.” Public opinion will force 
obedience to the NRA and will elimi- 
nate chiseling when the NRA gets in 
full swing, he said. Ramspeck was 
informed by labor leaders that “At- 
janta labor is 100 per cent behind the 
president and his program.” 

A. Steve Nance, president of the 
‘Atlanta Federation of Trades, said 
that one of the big accomplishments 
of NRA will be the stamping out of 
chiselers and unfair competition. 

Governor Talmadge was introduced 
by Assistant City Attorney Jack C. 
Savage, attorney for the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Labor. Reviewing the last 
legislative session, Governor Talmadge 
pointed to State Senator Walter A. 
Sims, of Atlanta, as one of the group 
of 19 men and a woman in the sen- 
ate who stuck by the administration. 
*You folks let him repeat.” said the 
governor. “Send Sims back over there 
to the capital.” 

Scores Senate Bloc. 

Governor Talmadge lambasted the 
highway bloc in the senate, declaring 
that “you could check the vote every 
day by the number who had been over 
to the highway department in the 
morning.”

Clothes, Suicide ‘Confession’ 


Revive Williams Murder Case 


(?)—Breaking open a bath locker at 
the Isle of Palms today, police dis- 
covered a bundle of men’s clothes and 
a suicide note which contained a 
purported confession to the slaying of 
a sailor named Grady Williams, near 
Augusta, Ga., at an unspecified date. 

The note was signed “J. E, Heath,” 
without, an address. 

It said: “I have took poison enough 


to kill me in a short time. Just leav- 
ing body in the ocean for the fish to 
t 


eat. 

Officials said they believed the sui- 
cide note was genuine, but they ad- 
mitted the possibility of a hoax. 

The locker was entered today when 
the management of the bath house re- 
ported to authorities it had been 
locked for a week. Attaches of the 
place were unable to recall anything 
of the man who rented it Sunday, Au- 
gust 27. 

The note began “Goodby world.” It 
was scrawled in apparently illiterate 
handwriting on a piece of cheap tab- 
let paper. 

Clothing in the locker consisted of 
new white duck trousers and white 
shirt, dilapidated tan shoes, a cheap 
belt, tie and pair of sox. There was 
no underclothing, and none of the ar- 
ticles found showed any identifying 
labels. 

Nothing was found in the clothing

MINISTER’S CONVICTION 
FOR CRIME RECALLED 

AUGUSTA, Ga., Sept. 4.—()— 
Solicitor-General George Hains said 
tonight that a purported suicide note 
found today in Charleston, S. C., in 
which the writer confessed killing a 
man here, undoubtedly referred to the 
slaying of Raford Grady Williams, 19- 
year-old navy sailor, whose father is 
serving a life sentence for the murder. 

The solicitor said he would send a 
man to Charleston tomorrow to in- 
vestigate the matter but added that it 
“sounds funny.” 

The note was signed “J. FE. Heath.” 
Hains said that no person named 
Heath had been mentioned in connec- 
tion with the Williams killing to his 
knowledge. 

Young Williams’ body was found 
partially concealed near here shortly 
after he had left his father’s home 
at Rochelle, Ga., to return to his sta- 
tion after a furlough in the summer 
of 1930. 

Soon afterward the father, the Rev. 
J. M. Williams, a minister, was ar- 
rested and charged with the killing. 
Authorities traced cotton market 
transactions in which*they said the 
father had lost money, and charged 
he killed his son to collect insurance 
on his life.

FORD CONTINUES 
~ OILENGE ON NRA 


Already Living Up to 
Code, One Official of 
Company Declares. 


BIG BAY, Mich, Sept. 4.—(#)— 
With the deadline for acceptance of 
the NRA automotive code at mid- 
night tonight, Henry Ford, as yet un- 
signed, today gave no indication of 
interrupting his North Woods vaca- 
tion for a return to Detroit or a 
statement of his position, 


Ford’s continued refusal to com- 
ment on his plans, and his apparent 
intention to remain secluded in his 
elaborate Huron mountain camp near 
here until next Friday, lent weight 
to the steadily-growing opinion that 
omce more the motor magnate is 
launched on a “got it alone” cam- 
paign, outside the NRA. 

His plea for public support, ob- 
servers believed, will be an enlarge- 
ment of the brief comment made in 
Detroit by a Ford official, to the ef- 
fect that “‘we're already living up to 
the NRA code.” ‘The opinion ex- 
pressed in the statement is known 
to be shared by the motor magnate. 

Ford, expected to come here today 
from his 16-room “cabin” at the 
Huron Mountain Club, several miles 
to the northwest, failed to make the 
journey. Camp stewards had little 
comment as to his activities, but said 
he expected to stay at the camp for 
several days. Messages for the mo- 
tor magnate and his wife from rep- 
resentatives in Detroit were delivered 
to the camp but, so far as was known, 
Ford was not in communication with 
anyone outside his camp during the 
day. 

In Detroit today, officials of the 
Ford Motor Company remained un- 
communicative regardi the com- 
pany’s attitude on the A code. One 
official, however, declining the use of 
his name, said: 

“We're already living up to the 
NRA code.” 

This, observers pointed out, lent 
weight to the belief that Ford will 
make his public appeal on the basis 
that already he pays his 40,000 work- 
ers more than the minimum demanded

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BUY NOW APPEAL 
NADEBY JOHNSON 


NRA Chieftain Tells Cap- 
ital and Labor What Is 
Needed of Them. 


CHICAGO, Sept, 4—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt's national recov- 
ery act has done its part and the fate 
of the American people is now in, their 
own hands, General Hugh 8S. Johnson 
said today in a world’s fair address, 

Johnson, who is administrator of 
the Roosevelt NRA program, selected 
the world’s fair and Labor Day as the 
place and time to lay his cards on the 
table, tell both capital and labor how 
the situation shaped up, and to tell 


them “in positive terms just what the 
administration expected of them. 

He used the occasion to announce 
the launching of a “Blue Eagle, buy 
now, campaign,” and predicted that if 
the public ‘met the challenge to buy 
while employers met the challenge to 
shorten hours and increase wages, 
then the depression would be over “be- 
fore the snow flies.” 

Labor and capital went Johnson 
one better and for the first time in 
history, they declared a joint meeting 
to hear the words of a governmental 
leader who declared he was trying to 
help both. 

Before Johnson entered the fair 
grounds, addresses by two labor lead- 
ers were broadcast to the thousands of 
Labor Day visitors over the exposi- 
tion loudspeaker system. 

One address came, via radio and 
the fair’s own broadcasting system, 
from Pittsburgh, Pa., where Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor, urged workers 
to organize to prevent a breaking 
down of maximam hour and minimum 
wage provisions as set by the NRA 
code. 

Morrison expressed concern over 
what might happen after the various 
codes expire. 

Next there came the words of Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. who spoke 
from Akron, Ohio. His address was 
brought by radio to Chicago, then 
broadcast to every fair visitor over 
the exposition system. 

Green said labor would demand still 
shorter working hours than provided 
by NRA codes. He said more than 
2,000,000 - persons had returned to 
work under the administration lead- 
ership, and insisted that still more 
must be done. 

Johnson reviewed past depressions 
and administration efforts to end the 
most recent one. He said these ef- 
forts have reached a point where “‘the 
real test will come in the next few 
weeks.” 

He said President Roosevelt already 
has “provided the organization and 
written the prescription” and that it 
now depends upon capital and labor 
whether the plan will work. 

The problem now, he said, is for 
‘all employers to live up to the NRA 
code and all consumers to help them 
do so by buying generously. 


“The result is up to you,” he told 
them.

Hale Dunn, Ardmore chief of police, 
said Bailey made no resistance when 
officers surrounded his damaged car 
after it crashed into a curbing in 
flight.

Sweeping across the Gulf of Mexico, 
a hurricane that left more than 100 
dead and great property destruction 
in Cuba approached panic-stricken 
Texas coastal communitiés last night 
while eastern Florida was buffeted by 


other rain and wind storms. 


Striking at Lake Worth, south of 
Palm Beach, the hurricane ripped 
through the south cengral interior of 
Florida and left a trial of more than 
a million dollars property damage and 
one known fatality. Citrus growers 
estimated from 75 to 80 per cent of 
their crops was destroyed. 

Sebring seemed the center of the 
Florida storm. The town was hit by 
65-miles-an-hour winds, wireless re- 
ports said. At fashionable Palm 
Beach the famous ocean boulevard was 
debris strewn and water ran hub- 
deep to automobiles in some streets. 
Advance storm, warnings enabled 


many. to. . stores and 
homes. About $8,000 residents of the 
Lake Okeechobee région fled to higher

Relief agencies stood by, ready to 
offer succor to storm victims. 
Beeville, 45-miles from the coast, 
was crowded with refugees, who sat 
about in motor cars under heavy, gray 
skies, unable to find hotel accomme- 
dations. 
The town of Freeport, with a popu- 
lation of about 3,000, had been vir- 
tually evacuated by all save the coast 
guard crew. Communication lines te 
the city failed. 
Similar nditions prevailed at 
Velasco, another coast town of about 
1;200 population.

' For Tennessee, Belle of Dixie Rivers 


By JAMES H. STREET. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 4. 
The Tennessee—belie of the south’s 
river clan—is primping and fussing | J 
with her curves and preparing for her 
debut, a billion-dollar party that will 
change her valley from a languid land 
of romance to an industrial domain 
of smoke and steel and sweat. : 

And now after all these years of 
spinsterhood while she reflected the 
glory of her father Mississippi, the 
Tennessee has at last come into her 
own inheritance. For President Roose- 
velt and the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority have plane to lift her face and 
make her useful as wel! as orna- 
mental. 

They already have started survey- 
ing the head of the old river and will 
drop a dam at Cove creek to insure a 
steady flow of water all year. She’s 
the most whimsical, temperamental 
big river in Dixie and while the Mis- 
sissippi is the head man of the clan, 
the Tennessee is truly the river of 
romance. 

In Three States. 

She flows in only three states and 
yet touches every phase of southern 
life on the 600-mile voyage from the 
mountains to the marshes. A bevy of 
dashing little mountain streams forms 
the Tennessee near Knoxville. She’s 
a vivacious river up there that sweeps 
around the hills, gathering strength 
from her feeders before she begins that 
long plunge for the prairies. 

Factories flank her banks. Smoke 
from a thousand mills casts shadows 
on her blue water. That’s east Ten- 
nessee — politically republican, eco- 
nomically industrial, geographically 
mountainous. The folks walk briskly. 
The cities might be in the east. The 
people drink cider, grow grain and put 
sugar in their cornbread and never eat 
okra and gumbo. 

The river swirls down the middle 
of east Tennessee and reaches the roll- 
ing hills of the Hiwasse county be- 
fore she broadens and sweeps away 
to Chattanooga. 

Boone “Hunting Grounds. 

Daniel Boone hunted on the up- 
per reaches, John Sevier founded 
the lost state of Franklin there. 
David Crockett -—‘“Remember _ the

Here the Tennessee makes a. tor- 
tuous twist at Lookout mountain— 
the last outpost of the valley—and 
then hustles away—Alabama bound 
—for Muscle Shoals. 

She barely misses ‘Georgia and 
swirls far into Alabama. She drops 
almost six inches every mile e 
flows. After going far enough into 
Alabama to touch the heart of the 
deep south, she turns gracetully and 
begins her northward flow again. 

Through the cotton lands of the 
limestone country—the Bourbon beit 
—the cornlikker and catfish kingdom 
—she sweeps toward Muscle Shoals. 
The land now is traditionally demo- 
cratic, economically agricultugal and 
geographically hilly. 

Back Into Tennessee. 


She plunges over the shoals, kick- 
ing up mist and rapids, and then 
levels off again and goes back into 
Tennessee. Past Savannah — near 
Shiloh where Grant stood one night 
and wondered the fate of his army. 

Life unfolds itself gently over there 
and the Tennessee becomes lazy and 
languid. Bullfrogs croak a crazy 
lullaby on her banks and the willows 
and water oaks. troop by her side. 
There are marshes and swamps, mules, 
mud and negroes. 

Now she eases into Kentucky. 
thence through the tobacco belt <o 
Paducah, There she slips into the 
Ohio and eventually joins father Mis- 
sissippi at Cairo. 

The government will use her for 
one of the greatest experiments. in 
industrial planning ever attempted. 
They are talking about her now in 
such prosaic language as water pow- 
er and kilowatts and reservoirs. 

But the Tennessee—they call her 
Tin-neee-seee down here—will never 
be prosaic, for she'll always be the 
yg of romance to those who know

STREET FLOOR 
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HIGHWAYS FOR HEAVY MOTORS. 

Italy will sé6on undertake an ex- 
periment which may point the way 
to the solution of the most trou- 
blesome phase of the highway traf- 
fic problem in this country. 

Finishing touches are now being 
put on a new special highway from 
Milan to Genoa, to be used exclu- 
sively by heavy trucks. Planned 
to stand up under the hammering 
of 10 and 15-ton trucks, passenger 
cars will be barred from the high- 
way. 

The new highway will be radi- 
cally different in construction from 
those now existing in Italy. Its 
paving will be much thicker and 
more substantial, all curves will be 
wide sweeping, in order that trucks 
with two and even three trailers 
may negotiate them safely and even 
in the mountainous sections no 
grade will be steeper than 4 per 
cent. 

The route of the new road will 
lay around the larger cities in order 
that the lumbering dreadnaughts 
may not interfere with city traffic. 


Suggestion of a national system 
of motor express highways for the 
United States was made by Senator 
Phipps, of Colorado, during the 
first session of the 71st congress 
in 1929, when he introduced a reso- 
lution calling for the creation of a 
commission to study the feasibility 
of the proposal. The senate acted 
favorably but the measure was per- 
mitted to die in the house. A like 
fate met bills introduced by Senator 
Frazier in- the 72nd congress. 


In the 1932 session of the New 
York legislature a bill was intro- 
duced for the construction of a 
toll motor road for buses and 
trucks to run completely across the 
state. There would have been no 
maximum speed limit, but all ve- 
hicles would have been required to 
proceed at a speed of not less than 
30 miles an hour. This proposal 
also died without action. 

The need of such roads are 
shown by the congested traffic con- 
ditions on the highways. between 
such cities as Philadelphia and New 
York and Washington and Balti- 
more. 

On such roads the speed of pas- 
senger cars is largely controlled by 
that of lumbering buses and /¢trucks 
and free traffic tie-ups take. place. 

The trip from Atlanta to Macon 
could be made much more quickly 
and more safely if the present high- 
way was clear of buses and trucks 
and left for the exclusive use of 
passenger cars. 

The highways now are built 
largely with the taxes from light 
cars, but they are worn out by 
the huge buses and trucks that pay 
little of their construction or up- 
keep cost. So certain is it that 
this situation must be changed that 
the Italian experiment will be 
watched with keen interest in this 
country. 


OLD-AGE PENSIONS GROW. 

The United States has Icng been 
behind other nations in provision 
for pensions for the dependent 
aged—commonly called old-age in- 
surance, but a survey by the fed- 
eral bureau of labor statistics shows 
that the movement is gaining mo- 
mentum in every section except the 
south. 

Ten western states, two northern 
and six eastern states have laws 
making it mandatory upon counties 
to provide pensions for the depen- 
dent aged, while two western, two 
northern and three central states 
have laws making such pensions op- 
tional with the counties. 

From Virginia to New Mexico, 
with the single exception of Arkan- 
sas, no such laws exist. 

Nine states—Arizona, Arkansas, 
Indiana, Maine, Michigan, Nebraska, 
North Dakota, Oregon and Wash- 
ington passed old-age pension laws 
at their legislative sessions earlier 
during the years, while Connecticut, 
Missouri, Pennsylvania and Rhode 


Island took similar action last year. 


‘The bureau reports that old-age 
pensions paid during 1932 totaled 
$22,616,000 as against only $165,- 
000 in 1927, this increase reflect- 


ing not only the additional states 


which had passed pension laws but 
the effects of the four years of de- 
pression, during which many aged 
people were forced to seek public 
support. 

The average monthly pension 
paid throughout the country was 
$19.31 in 1932, and the cost of 
the system to the inhabitants of 
the states having such laws averaged 
74 cents, ranging from four cents 
per person in Maryland to $1.23 in 
New York. 

The first law of this nature was 


‘S| passed by Montana in 1923 and dur- 


ing the succeeding ten years more 
than half of the states of the union 
have taken similar action. 


A DISAPPEARING INDUSTRY. 

The American 
famed in fact and fiction, is nearing 
extinction, according to the United 
States bureau of navigation, which 
reports that of the once numerous 
fleet comprising 200,000 gross tons 
displacement, has shrunk until nine 
ships totaling less than 10,000 tons 
remain. 

For more than two centuries the 
deeds of heroism, and the hardships 
undergone, by the American whalers 
have enriched the sea lore of the 
world. Where the cry arose “‘there 
she blows!” an American ship was 
to be found—and in the tales in the 
grog shops of the world’s great 
ports stirring accounts of dare- 
devil achievements generally were 
woven around the names of the 
dauntless crew of an American 
whaler. 

The first trecord of the whaling 
fleet is for the year 1794, when 
there was a tonnage of 4,129. This 
grew to 190,000 tons in 1858, but 
that year was the zenith of the fleet 
and it has steadily decreased since. 

Sperm oil is not now as valuable 
as it formerly was, since vegetable 
oils, such-as cotton seed, tung and 
Soya bean oils are being used for 
many of the purposes for which it 
was necessary. This is one of the 
chief reasons “for the decrease in 
the fleet, and the increase in Japa- 
nese and Russian competition has 
likewise played an important part. 

When the last American whaler 
is docked after her final voyage, 
there will be recorded the end of 
an industry, the hardness of which 
has tried men’s souls as have few 
other endeavors, either of land. or 
sea, but one which has made rich 
the pages of the printed record of 
the seven seas and added a pic- 
turesque background for the imagi- 
nation of the fiction writers of more 
than a century.

Health Talks

SUBTLE CIMEX LECTULARIUS,. 


It is no confession of carelessness 
to admit you have bedbugs. This 
subtle guest gains access to the clean- 
est place imaginable. Once I saw one 
yawn and stretch himself when a 
surgical gown was removed from the 
wrapping in which it had presumably 
been sterilized. Trunks or bags of 
travelers, laundry baskets and articles 


of clothing left for a time in an in-|* 


fested place may carry the bed bug 
to virgin ground. If an infected house 
in: the neighborhood is vacated by 
human occupants the bugs will mi- 
grate to another house where there 
is good. picking. The bedbug has 
no wings at all but must have human 
skin and blood even if he has to stalk 
his prey. The bedbug has been sus- 
pected but never convicted of carry- 
ing relapsing fever, kala-azar, lepro- 
sy, plague and other disease. At worst 
he is nasty company; at best he is 
an uncomfortable bed fellow. 


The sublety of Cimex lectularius is 
manifest in the bite and in the skill 
with which the bug evades your 
search. When the bedbug bites 1t 
punctures the skin and administers a 
small hypodermic injection of an ir- 
ritant to increase the blood flow. At 
first bite this only faintly annoys 
the sleeping host. So the subtle bug 
moves to some fresh spot quite a dis- 
tance away and has another go. Fol- 
lowing this second gorge he staggers 
off to even a third place, and just 
about the time he is getting set for 
this third operation the host comes 
wake and begins feeling around for 
the right place to scratch. Cimex sits 
tight and finishes his meal, and then 
leisurely strolls away to his snug hid- 
ing place before the irritated host 
turns on the light and commences a 
determined search. Even with the 
light on and when one is wide awake 
it is hard to decide where to scratch. 
I know of no other variety of itching 
—and I have had first hand expe- 
rience with many varieties—in which 
scratching is so unsatisfactory. There 
is always a baffling sense that one 
hasn’t found the right place yet. 

For the relief of such itching dab 
on calamin lotion. containing one 
ounce of powdered calamin, one ounce 
of powdered zinc oxide, two drams of 
glycerin, two drams of phenol (car- 
bolic acid) and enough: lime water 
to make a pint of the lotion. Shake 
wel] and dab on as often as desired. 
This is also a good lotion for the 


itching and irrifation of acute sun-|* 


burn, hives, erythema. ivy poisoning. 
Touching any insect bite with perox- 
ide is always a good first aid relief. 
Touching it with iodin is another re- 
lief. ing it with wet soap is 
better than scratching. 

_ The best way to eradicate bedbugs 
is by squirting gasoline or kerosene 
in every crack or crevice where they 
ean hide. A thorough going over. of 
bed. floor.. wall and any closet in 
this way, repeated in a week. will de 
the trick. Fill cracks with soap or 
borax. Use caution against fire—let 
no one strike a match or light a 
flame of any kind in the room until 
it has been aired for a few hours 
after such use of gasoline or kerosene.

In other words, it is the mean old consumers, not the opera- 


tors, who are hoarding. 


If you take 50 per cent of that statement and SO per cent of 
what the NRA suspects, you will be just about right.

Joseph B. Keenan, federal anti- 
crime. administrator who directed the 


hunt for the desperado from Wash- 
ington, sent federal agents from sev- 
eral cities by plane to join the search, 
and expressed the belief that “corrup- 
tion” figured in Bailey’s escape today. 

Officials at Dallas and elsewhere 
expressed amazement that Bailey could 
have obtained a pistol or escaped from 
the jail, considered one of the fi ext 
in the southwest. Bailey was the fis 
prisoner in the history of the jail to 
make a get-away. 

Six airplanes from Love field, the 
Dallas municipal airport, scouted high- 
ways in the widespread hunt for the 
fugitive, but it was an Oklahoma sher- 
iff who spotted Bailey and telephoned 
ahead to Ardmore where the police 
took up the trail and ran down the 
desperado. 

_How He . 

The kidnaper and killer made his 
get-away at breakfast time. He had 
managed to saw his way out of an 
individual cell with a blade mysteri- 
ously acquired. When Charley Young, 
deputy jailer, came with breakfast, 
Bailey confronted him, in the general 
enclosure, with a pistol as mysteri- 
ously acquired as the saw blades. With 
this pistol he forced Young into a 
cell, commandeered the jail elevator, 
kidnaped Tresp and made away with 
Tresp’s car, 

Then the hunt was on. It spread 
over hundreds of miles. Scores of po- 
lice cars, armed with manner of 
weapons from machine guns to gas 
bombs, were on the alert. Even in 
far-away Kansas City federal inves- 
tigators dropped work on holiday ac- 
tivities to exclaim “it’s ineredible’”’ 
and “was anyone killed?” at news of 
his escape and plan to rush help in 
the search by airplane. 

As Bailey drove madly north from 
Dallas in the turnkey’s car, he talked 
little with Tresp, who was never 
harmed. By the time the car neared 
Marietta, north of Red river, Okla- 
homa officers and army airplanes 
were hot on its trail. 

Sighted by Sheriff. 

At Marietta, Sheriff Sam Randolph, 
of Love county, sighted the machine 
and gave chase, after hurrying to a 
telephone to notify officers at Ard- 
more, 30 miles north. At Ardmore, 
Chief of Police Hale Dunn and De- 
tectives Raymond Shoemaker and Ben- 
nett Wallace roared out of the city 
in search of the fugitive. 

They came upon Bailey and his 
prisoner at a filling station a short 
distance northeast of Ardmore. Bailey 
tore away, leaving a fuel hose dan- 


-gling and spouting gasoline. 


He attempted to escape by cutting 
through the residential district. Shots 
were fired by his pursuers, but none 
hit the swerving target. Then came 
the crash and capture.

R. G. Shannon and their son, Armon 
Shannon, on whose farm near Para- 
dise, Texas, Bailey was captured 
while asleep several weeks ago. 

The break resulted also in federal 
authorities clamping down on the 
guarding of the federal prisoners held 
in the Urschel case.

Bates, like Bailey, has a reputation 
for getting out of jails and prisons. 

Still hunted for the Urschel kid- 
naping is George (Machine Gun) 
Kelly, accused with Bates of taking 
the millionaire from his sun porch 
here the night of July 22 and spirit- 
ing him to the Paradise ranch, where 
he was kept for nine days until the 
huge ransom was paid, reputedly in a 
Kansas City hotel.

Most of the ransom never has been 
recovered, although several Minne- 
apolis men are charged with the kid- 
es conspiracy as a result of cir- 
culation of some of the money. Some 
of the bills also were found on Bailey, 
officers said. 


FEDERAL AGENTS LAUNCH 
THOROUGH PROBE OF CASE. 

DALLAS, Texas, Sept. 4.— (>) — 
Federal investigators expressed the 
opinion that assistance from “inside” 
made possible the escape of Harvey 
Bailey, machine gunner, from the 
Dallas county jail for four hours of 
freedom today. 

At the start of their probe into the 
manner in which Bailey obtained saws 
with which to cut through bars on his 
ninth floor cell door and a pistol he 
used to enforce his commands, the 
agents considered the possibility one 
or more employes of the sheriff’s de- 
partment might have been involved. 

Bill Decker, deputy sheriff, quoted 
Bailey as saying after his capture at 
Ardmore, Okla., that: 

_ “I found the pistol and saws hidden 
in the mattress.” 

ker, however, placed little cre- 
dence in Bailey’s statement. 

Everyone who witnessed the escapé 
was questioned closely. An _ effort 
was made to ascertain who last vis- 
ited Bailey in his cell. 

Inquiry was instigated at the re- 
quest of Edgar Hoover, head of the 
United States bureau of investigation. 
He communicated his desire by tele- 
phone to Frank J. Blake, in charge 
of the department of justice office 
here. 

Arthur T. Simpson, foreman of the 
Dallas county grand jury, said action 
would be taken by that inquisitorial 
board. 

“Under the circumstances,” he 
said, “a thorough investigation is very 
much in order.” 

While Bailey was a federal prison- 
er, the government agents turned the : 
task of guarding him over to county 
officials on August 26. 

United States Marshal W. R. “Red” 
Wright aided agents in the probe. 

Marshal Wright, Frank J. Blake, 
chief of the department of justice of- 
fice here; Gus Jones, two-gunning 
government agent who led the raid on 
the Paradise farm of R. G. Shannon, 
where Bailey was captured August 12, / 
and two other government officials 
went into a conference at the jail 
building when the news was flashed 
of Bailey’s capture. 

The officials refused to make any 
statement. It was learned, however, 
they were taking written statements 
from all jailers and other parties with 
whom Bailey had contact in his de- 
scent to freedom.

TYBEE POLICE CHIEF 


DIES IN HOSPITAL 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 4.—(4)— 
Dennis Lysaught, 79, a veteran po- 
liceman and chief of police on Tybee 
Island for 23 years, is dead of a heart 
attack. 

The Tybee Island chief died Sun- 
day in a local hospital.

Labor Chief ‘Threatens 
Court Action Against 
Those Barring Unions. 


AKRON, Ohio, Sept. 4—(4)—Court 
action against violators of NRA col- 
lective bargaining provisions was 
threatened today by William Green 
as he reminded employers that “labor 
bas the’ right to organize 100 per cent 
without interference or restraint.” 

The president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor asserted the right to 
organize is now “part of the law of 
the land” and announced the organiza- 
tion’s intention “to invoke punishment 
through proper court procedure upon 
those employers who are charged with 
and found guilty of violating the law.” 

The threat of prosecution was made 
in an address at a Labor Day meeting 
sponsored by the Akron Central La- 
ber Union. Earlier Green had com- 
mented informally on a demand made 
by Henry I. Harriman, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States, for recognition of the “open 


shop.” ; 
Merit Clause, 

Harriman had sent a letter to all 
members of the chamber urging that 
industry insist on the inclusion in all 
codes of its intention to hire, dis 
charge or advance employes on a basis 
of merit without regard to union or 
non-union affiliation, Such a clause 
was written into the automobile code. 

“The statement made by Mr. Harri- 
man,” Green said, “simply reflects 
the traditional attitude whith the 
Chamber of Commerce and manufac- 
turers always have pursued, but sec- 
tion 7 of the industrial recovery act 
has created a ‘new deal’ for labor. and 
Mr. Harriman and those he represents 
must recognize that labor now has the 
right to organize even 100 per cent 
in a factory or mill or manufacturing 
establishment witheut interference or 
restraint from employers, and employ- 
ers must recognize the representatives 
the workers select to speak for them. 

“That is part of the law of the land 
and Mr. Harriman as a good ‘citizen 
should conform to the law of the 


land.” 
_ 2,000,000 Returned. | 

In his address, Green said more 
than 2,000,000 persons have returned 
to work since March and expressed 
confidence that “more than a million 
new members have joined with us.” 

ig sce | the NRA as opening 
“the door of opportunity for industry 
and labor,” he said, “in all fairness, 
industry could not expect to appro- 
priate to itself the benefits of the na- 
tional recovery act and deny to la- 
pag benefits which were accord- 
ed it.

HOUSTON, Texas, Sept. 4.—(4)— 
High winds and angry seas lashed the 
Texas coast this afternoon as the fore- 
runner of a severe tropical hurricane 
expected to blow inland shortly from 
a Gulf of Mexico with damaging

tide was seven feet, the barometer 
29.65 and a 30-mile-an-hour wind was 
blowing. 

Forewarned, Corpus Christi resi- 
dents along the water edge moved 
three blocks back, to the top of a 5U- 
foot cliff, which divides that city, au- 
thorities opened many solid and. sub- 
stantial buildings to the several thou- 
sand persons who evacuated the dan- 
ger area. 

Cities along the coast north and 
south from Corpus Christi boarded up 
buildings and anxiously awaited the 
blow. 

The first squall struck Corpus 
Christi just before noon with a 28- 
mile-an-hour wind and torrential rain, 
A huge whistle on a light company 
plant blew every 10 seconds to warn 
the citizens of their danger. 

Planes Moved. 

Railroads moved their rolling equip- 
ment from Galvegton to the north of 
Corpus Christi, 17 army planes of the 
third attack group at Galveston gvere 
flown to San Antosio and many coast 
citizens began driving toward inland 
points, 

The state and federal governments 
made plans to take care of refugees 
and to facilitate their movement out 
of the area. ’ 

The area toward which the hurri- 
cane headed on its sweep from Cuba, 
where more than 100 lives were lost 
last week, is a great agricultural cen- 
ter. : 

At Corpus Christi residents hur- 
riedly boarded up homes and business 
buildings. : é 

When telephone and_ telegraphic 
communications went down to Free- 
port, all but six families. had evacu- 
ated the town. Motorists thronged 
the- boulevard beach at Galveston to 
observe the waves hammering at the 
seawall. The east beach was covered 
with water but no material damage 
was reported. 

Six persons were reported marooned 
at Brazos island, off Point Isabel. 

Houston took precautions and pre- 
pared for a high gale. 

Thirty-six signal rockets fired by 
weather bureau attaches last night 
warned all persons in the outlying 
and rural districts about Corpus 
Christi to seek safety. 

All boats along the Texas coast 
were brought to harbors and tied 
down as securely as possible.

ONE DEATH REPORTED 
IN FLORIDA HURRICANE. 


FORT PIERCE, Fia., Sept. 4,—(P) 
A tropical hurricane blowing along at 
a hundred miles an hour struck the 
coast and south central interior of 
Florida last night and today and left 
a trail of more than a million dollars 
property damage and one known dead. 

The lone fatality was a negro at 
Gomez, 12 miles south of Stuart, who 
was killed when his home collapsed. 

Property damage was widespread, 
the greatest loss falling on the citrus 
growers with estimates on T% to 80 
per cent of the crops in the rich 
citrus belt in the center of the state. 

The storm etruck at Lake’ Worth, 

south of Palm Beach, roafed along the 
coast as far north as Vero, damaging 
property at West Palm Beach, Palm 
Beach, Jupiter, Fert TLierce, Stuart 
and other towns. ater it turned in- 
ward to attack the citrus crops, break- 
ing the trees and knocking the fruit 
from the limbs. 
* Tonight the storm apparently had 
passed into the Gulf of Mexico north 
of Tampa and storm wernings were 
displayed along the west Florida coast 
to Mobile, Ala. 7 

Damage, while widespread, was re- 
ported confined largely to citrus crops, 
power and communication lines, trees 
and roofs, at points where communica- 
tion facilities were available. 

A large part of the affected area, 
however, particularly in the low-lying 
section around Lake Okeechobee, was 
virtually unreported. A large portion 
of the popuiation around the great 
shallow lake had evacuated in fear 
that the destruction of 1928 when the 
lake blew over its low banks, would 
be repeated, 

Late in the day the west coast be- 
gan to feel the effects of the storm, 
but wind velocities were well under 
the speeds fanging up to an unofficial 
110 miles an hour réported from the 
east coast last night. The — 
weather bureau said the center of the 
disturbance apparently had turned in 
a more northerly direction in the vi- 
cinity of Brooksville, north of there, 
but probably would blow out into the 
gulf nearby. 


100,000 Loss. 

Official estimates of the damage at 
Stuart were placed at $100,000 and 
the mayor of Fort Pierce said it would 
likely double that amount here. The 
storm lasted from 6 p. m. yesterday to 
4 a.m. today at Stuart. blowing down 
15 houses and damaging 25 per cent 
of the town’s business houses. 

Numerous houses were damaged 
here and two long sections of the 
bridge connecting Fort Pierce with 
the beach were washed away by high 
seas. A pry mili burned during 
the height of the storm. 

Jupiter, a small town of 100 inhab- 
itants, reported severe damage from 
a wind that reached 75 miles an hour 
before it blew the wind gauge away. 
Two radio stations, operated by the 
navy and the Mackay system, were 
put out of commission.

The freighter Elizabeth was driven 
aground near Jupiter and coast guard 
flying bout was trying today to es- 
tablish contact with her. 

The costly estates at fashionable 
Palm Beach presented a ragged ap- 
pearance, the lawns strewn with co- 
conuts and uprooted trees. 

Leaving the coast the storm blew 
across the central part of the state 
where it attacked the rich ¢ 
groves.

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Why wait for slow-dissolving remedies to act ? 
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Ford, Labor Issues, En- 
forcement Next To Be 
Considered. > 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—(/)— 
With vital decisions impendéng, the 
national recovery campaign came to 
a restful panse today at the official 
turning point of the avowed endeavor 
to put 5,000,000 men back to work. 

Beneath the surface placidity, deep 
currents were stirring, however.. To- 
morrow is the effective date of the 
automobile code, and no intimatian 
has come from Henry Ford of wheth- 
er he has decided to join in the gov- 
ernmental movement. An equally im- 
portant cleavage existed between em- 
ploye and employer over the extent 
to which labor unionism should be 
written into the Blue Eagle Codes. 

Although NRA headquarters were 
dark today, Hugh 8S. Johnson, the 
campaign chieftain, and other nation- 
al notables in speeches cautioned 
America’s millions that ultimate suc- 
cess of the campaign was up to them 
in setting forth again their objec- 


tives, 
Raises Union Problem. 

Aside from the issue with Ford, 
the automobile code raised directly 
the labor union controversy to which 
Johnson and other ofifcials expect 
to give prompt attention on their 
return to Washington. : 

The motor car manufacturers’ 
trade charter stipulates a right to 
hire, discharge or promote employes 
according to merit and without regard 
to union or non-union affiliations, 
which labor’s spokesmen. have con- 
tended is a recognition of the “open 
shop” principle. 

At Akron today, William Green, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, promised to take into the 
courts for punishment employers who 
violate collective bargaining provi- 
siots of the industrial codes. He 
asked labor to support the Roosevelt 
program. 

President Roosevelt, en route to 
Washington from his sojourn at Hyde 
Park, was prepared to step imme- 
diately into action here in a reyi- 
talizing of the general campaign. 

Vast Machinery. 

_ Behind him in his first six months’ 
in office stood the machinery he erect- 
ed with the aid of congress for his 
program: The recovery administra- 
tion; the $3,300,000,000 public works 
board; the agricultural adjustment 
administration, and numerous lesser 
agencies. 

Ahead was his basic. objective of 
economic co-ordination and planning 
between capital and labor for the 
betterment of both, and an exten- 
sion of this principle to agriculture 
to keep its production in line with 
demand and prevent price crushing 
market, gluts. 

Johnson, at Chicago, called atten- 
tion that Labor Day was the im- 
mediate objective of the NRA cam- 
paign that sought 5,000,000 back in 
jobs by today. — 

He refrained from any claims as 
fo results thus far toward achiéving 
that goal, explaining “it is a little 
too early to make a random test” and 
that no normal figures were avail- 
able with which to measure re-em- 
ployment. 

Will Start Drive. 

‘Around September 20, the admin- 
istrator said, he would start a na- 
tional campaign to get the nation’s 
buyers to open their purses, “not as 
a patriotic duty but as a prudent use 
of money” to sustain increased wages 
and employment. 

The recovery campaign, he said, 
would be carried on to a conclusion. 
Of its results so far, he observed: 

“I think no one will say that the 
plan has not worked. There are 
faults and errors but the fact re- 
mains that practically every employ- 
er in the country is under the Blue 
Eagle, that people have gone back 
to work in vast swarms and that 
those who had work are getting bet- 
ter pay.” 

If every one will do his part, John- 
son asserted “American business and 
re-employment will show the biggest 
spurt it has known for years and 
we shall be on our way out of this 
depression before the snow flies.” 

His return to Washington will con- 
front him again with the unionism 
question. Under consideration was 
a plan to ask Attorney-General Cum- 
mings for a formal interpretation of 
the law.

Under the present law, known as 
the Boykin act, which was. passed in 
'1931, the payments’ are deducted just 
as payments to the state are deducted 
from the federal’ payments. 


The decision of the court.of appeals 
Monday threw out the contention of 
Chairman Paul H. Doyal, of the rev- 
enue commission, that the payments 
to the federal government could not 
be deducted. It was expected that 
those who did not deduct these pay- 
ments during the three-year period 
will begin action immediately to re- 
cover the sums paid into the state 
treasury. For the most part, how- 
ever, it was said Monday, taxpayers 
had continued to deduct their federal 
payments despite the ruling of Mr. 
Doyal. 7 

The decision Monday was on the 
case of the National Biscuit Company 
against the state revenue commission, 
a number of firms and individuals hav- 
ing joined the biscuit company after 
the filing of action, which grew out 
of Mr, Doyal’s levying an assessment 
of $1,475.99 against the company. Of 
this amount $1,100 was allegedly due 
in taxes and the balance in penalties. 

The high court ruled on the case 
after it had been sent up by Judge g. 
H. Howard, of the Fulton superi 
court, at the request of both plaintiffs 
and the defendant. 

The company contended that under 
the old income tax law the deduction 
was allowed to all because the gov- 
ernogs had used their executive author- 
ity to permit the deductions in hun- 
dreds of individual cases. The de- 
ductions were permitted: by R. C. Nor- 
man when he was tax commissioner, 
but Mr. Doyal immediately on his ap- 
pointment in 1931, ruled that they 
were not legal, 

Most of the thousands of income 
taxpayers in the state continued to 
make the deductions pending decision 
of the high court, but some gre said 
to have made the payments without 
further protest.

PARIS, France, Aug. 25.—(By 
Mail.)—Atlanta Boy Scouts return- 
ing from the jamboree in Hungary 
spent the first two nights, after break- 
ing*camp, in Munich, Germany, head- 
quarters of the nazi party... We saw 
a number of Hitler soldiers in their 
brown. unifréms and wearing the red 
arm band with thesign of the nazi 
party. There seemed to be a sort of 
tense atmosphere about the whole 
city, but no signs of violence were 
evident. Except for the occasional 
passing of soldiers, the city seemed 
entirely peaceful. We learned, how- 
ever, that most of the people were 
living in constant fear of an outbreak 
or revolution of some sort, and few 
dared even talk about Hitler. We 
managed to procure a few Hitler arm- 
bands and pennants as souvenirs. 
From Munich, we went to Inns- 
bruck, Austria, the prettiest scenery 
we have had yet. The train ran 
through the foothills of the Alps, 
snow-covered peaks all around us. At 
Innsbruck, we took a cable car ride 
to the top of the highest of the im- 
mediate Alpine peaks and could see 
more than 200 other péaks in all di- 
rections. We enjoyed a good snow 
fight, the first snow Victor Witten, 
a member of our party from Jack- 
sonville, Fla., had ever seen. 
Traveling from Innsbruck through 
Switzerland, we stopped for two 


walk along the shores of the beauti- 
ful blue lake around which the city 
is built. We went. on to Geneva 
where we spent two days visiting the 
various spots of historical interest. 
We were particularly interested in 
the League of Nations _ building, 
through which we were shown by an 
attache of the American consulate. 
We were also taken through the of- 
fices of the internatioral labor com- 
mission, and other branches of the 
League. A new palace of the League 
of Nations is now being constructed. 
It will be completed in 1935. 

We then came to Paris where we 
have been for three days. The first 
day we spent in visiting the well 
known places within the city, includ- 
ing the Eiffel Tower and Napoleon's 
tomb. The second day we went to 
Versailles and saw the famous pal- 
ace and gardens built in the time of 
Louis XIV. We walked through the 
famous Hall of Mirrors and saw the 
table upon which was signed the 
Treaty of Versailles in 1919. An- 
other excursion took us to Malmai- 
son, home of Josephine, wife of Na- 
poleon, where we saw Napoleon’s cor- 
onation robes, medals and decora- 
tions. and other historical pieces.

Announcement is made of special 
sight-saving classes for children whose 
eer is impaired, and classes in 

raille for Atlanta children who are 
blind, which opens September 11 at 
Calboun school on Piedmont avenue, 
N. EB. These classes, conducted: by 
J. J. Childs, teacher of Braille, and 
Mrs. R, C. Witcher, teacher of the 
sight-saving classes, will be a part of 
the Atlanta public school system and 
no charge for tuition will be made. 

There are tree distinct groups of 
children who should. benefit from 
these classes, according to informa- 
tion from the Fifth District Chapter, 
Georgia Association of Workers for 
the blind, including t who see 
imperfectly: those whose Sight, appar- 
ently normal, should be protected from 
unnecessary eye strain and those who 
are already blind. 

Proper care of weak eyes during the 
first years of school have not only 
prevented blindness, it is said. but 
through avoiding the taxing eye-strain 
frequently experienced in the ordinary 
classroom various eye troubles have 
been ocercome, resulting in material 
improvement or normal eyesight in 
later years. 

“I cannot stress too emphatically 
the need of timely care of weak or 
affected eyes in the prevention of 
blindness,” said J. P. McGrath, presi- 
dent of the Fifth District Chapter, 
Georgia Association of Workers for 
the Blind. 

“A large percentage of blindness 
existing today, might have been pre- 


vented by timely attention,” added Mr. 
McGrath, “and it is the object of this 
> to encourage due care 

especial educational methods, 
where necessary, to conserve sight and 
ent blindness, as well as to min- 

to those who unfortunately be- 
come blind.” , 

Mr. McGrath urges parents of han- 
dicapped children to take advantage 
of facilities and special classes at Cal- 
boun school. 

Classroom work for children in the 
sight-saving classes, under Mrs. Witch- 
er, is so arranged with special text- 
book_and special school projects, that 
the least possible strain upon the eyes 
is experienced. 

The regular courses of study, em- 
bracing general subjects as required 
in other classes, together with manual 
training. are given in both the sight- 
saving and the Braille classes, it is 
said. Special classes at Calhoun are 
from the first grade through _ junior 
bigh. preparing for entry into hig 
school.

Those new football rules offer an incentive for rough play— 
something they were supposed to prevent. The interpretation 
was made clear at the officials’ meeting which concluded yes- 
terday at the Atlanta Athletic Club. 

Suppose, for instance, a halfback gets away for a 
50-yard run. He stumbles and falls to one knee. (Make 

it two if you like.) But gets up and goes on. 

There will hardly be a penalty called for tackling but if a 
defensive player piles on or makes a rough tackle while the 
player is still struggling forward on the ground, it is a foul. 

Then what happens? Well, mates, it is a sad story. 

The second foul nullifies the whole thing. It is no play. 

And the player who has run 50 yards has it all taken 

away and the ball goes back to the spot where it was 

put in play. 

Therefore—if a runner gets away for a long gain and stum- 
bles—all the defensive team has to do is commit a foul and the 
gain is wiped out and the play called off. 

Coaches argued that the better interpretation would 

be to say that.one penalty offsets the other and the 

ball stays put. But no, said the officials, it was in the 

book. It was in the book. (It was there last year but 
they didn’t apply it.) 

At any rate there is a sure-fire manner in which to wipe 
out those long runs—if you can get the young man to slip or 
stumble.

Reese was never in better form, 
as he conquered the Davidson Col- 
lege star under a broiling Labor Day 
sun before a fair tennis crowd. His 
overhand was working to perfection 
and when he chose to play the net 
his judgment proved a worthy one 
at a crucial moment in the third set 
which was really the deciding point 
in th» match. 

Ernie Sutter, youthful New Or- 
leans brother of the famous Clifford 
Sutter, Davis cup star, won the jun- 
ior singles Monday morning from his 
pal, George Boynton, with whom he 
was paired in the senior doubles. The 
score was 6-4, 6-2, 3-6, 6-3. 

DOUBLES HALTED. 


The senior doubles final was called 
during the fifth set on account of 
darkness, with Harry Gault and Jack 
Simpson leading Ernie Sutter and 
George Boynton, 3-2, after the two 
teams had each won two sets. 

“The doubles brought together the 
ancient adage of youth versus veter- 
an, The youthful pair, of Sutter and 
Boynton, were matching the veterans, 
Gault and Simpson, almost stroke for 
stroke in probably the hardestefought 
doubles match of the tourney as 
darkness came, 

The doubles will be continued at 5 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon on the Bilt- 
more Tennis Club courts. 

Reese’s victory in the senior sin- 
gles marked the second time he has 
captured the state title. He defeated 
Halverstadt at Savannah last year in 
the finals and was runner-u’ in a 
previous tourney to Wilmer Hines at 
Macon. 

The champion made short work of 
Halverstadt in the first set, which 
required only 11 minutes. The score 
was 6-1 as Reese’s forehand was 
working and his bullet-like smashes 
were hard to handle. 

REESE LEADS. 

Reese was leading in the second 
set, 5-1, when Halverstadt made a 
game comeback. UHalverstadt’s chop 
stroke began working and added to 
his serve it soon became apparent 
that Reese was in for a busy after- 
noon. 


- With the match standing at 7-all, 


the finalists gave an exhibition of 
tennis that was worthy of a state 
championship test. The second set 
was dueced three times before Hal- 
verstadt broke through on the 19th 
game to take a lead. 

Halverstadt had the serve on the 
20th game, and his first offering 
was sent out of bounds by Reese for 
a point. Halverstadt then smashed 
a return into the left back court for 
30-love. Halverstadt made the score 
40-love with a red-hot serve that 
Reese barely stopped. 

After a volley lverstadt won the 
deciding point with a well-placed re- 
turn to the left court as Reese made 
a game effort, but failed by inches. 

The third set was much closer than 
the score indicates. Five of the 
eight games were dueced before Reese

He also 
testified that the reason he did not 
continue as attorney for the defense 
was that he was attorney for Lowndes 
county at the time and was told. by 
the commission that if he entered the 
case it must be to assist in the prose- 
cution.
